T 
H E ancient C hristm as carol, “Holy 
N ight” is G erm an in its origin 
and is considered by m any persons to 
be the m ost beautiful of all C hrist­ 
m as carols. 
It has som etim es been 
ascribed to M artin Luther, but the 
consensus of expert opinion is th a t it 
is much older than ids time and is one 
of the oldest of G erm an folk songs. 
T he carol 
“God 
Hest 
Ye Merry, 
Gentlemen,” is English in its origin 
and d ates back to about the beginning 
of the Seventeenth century, although 
the au tho r of the words and the com­ 
poser of tile music a re unknown. The 
line old melody sung to this poem pos­ 
sesses all the best qualifications of a 
sterling hymn tune and will probably 
last as long as the verses with which 
it is alw ays associated. 
T he carol “D raw Nigh, Immanuel,” 
is one of the oldest pieces of coherent 
music in existence, and both the words 
and music far antedate any of the L h . 
ors. 
T he music is an old French mel­ 
ody, dated from the T hirteenth cen­ 
tury, although, of course, it has been 
harm onized 
to 
conform 
with 
more 
m odern standards. 
T here is a m ost curious hut beauti­ 
ful musical effect at the close of this 
carol. 
The words of “D raw Nigh, Im­ 
m anuel,” are about IOO years older 
than the music, being taken from the 
M ozarabic breviary of the Tw elfth cen­ 
tury, and it is generally believed th a t 
they w ere taken from the liturgy of 
the early C hristians a t Toledo, Spain, 
w here the Mozarabic breviary w as for­ 
m ulated. 
A nother carol, 
“The F irst 
Noel,” 
has a traditional French melody and 
probably 
originated 
in 
Breton, 
al­ 
though the exact origin of this fine old 
song is som ew hat in doubt. 


Crowing of the Cock to Keep

tyr, Whose Day is Decem­ 
ber Twenty-Six. 
E 
VER since th a t first C hristm as eve 
the cock has crowed all night long 
on the anniversary to keep aw ay evil 
s p ir its ; for the cock is a holy bird 
and a knowing one. T here is a pleas­ 
a n t tale of him and Saint Stephen, the 
first m artyr, whose day Is Decem ber 
-0, close by his d ear Lord's. 
Saint Stephen w as K ing H erod’s 
stew ard, it seems, who served him in 
the kitchen and a t table. One night 
as he was bringing in the boar’s head 
for his m a ste r’s dinner he saw the 
S tar shining over Bethlehem. 
Im m e­ 
diately he set down the huge p la tte r 
and ex claim ed: 
“No longer, Herod, will I be th y 
servant, for a g reater King than thou 
is born.” 
“ W hat aileth thee?’’ cried the King 
w rathfully. “Do you lack m eat or drink 
th a t you would desert my service for 
a n other’s?” 
“Nay,” answ ered Stephen. 
“I lack 
neither m eat nor drink. B ut the Child 
th a t is born this night is g re a te r than 
all of u s; and Him only will I serve.” 
“T h a t 
is 
as 
true,” quoth Herod, 
sm iting the table w ith his fist, “as th a t 
this roast cock on tile p la tte r shall 
crow before us.” 
H ardly were the w ords out of his 
mouth when the cock stretched his 
neck 
and 
crowed 
lustily, 
“C hristus 
n atus 
e s t! ” 
At 
this 
proof 
th a t 
Stephen’s w ords were true, H erod was 
so angry th a t he m ade his soldiers take 
Stephen outside the w alls of Jerusalem 
and stone him to death. And this is the 
reason 
why, 
unto 
this 
day, 
Saint 
Stephen is the p atro n of stone-cutters. 
—Alible F arw ell Brown, in Lippincott’s

Rebuke 
Administered 
to 
New 
England Observers of Day. 


Young Men Who Had Arrived on Little 
Ship Fortune Reprimanded 
for 
Festivities. 


I 
T WAS in 1021 that Governor Brad- j 
ford w as called upon to adm inister 
a rebuke to some of the young men or 
the New E ngland colony who had just 
come over on the little ship Fortune, 
and who w anted to celebrate the holi­ 
day, the D etroit News recalls. P u ritan ­ 
ism brought over w ith it in the M ay­ 
flower the anti-Christinas feeling, and 
when the group of lusty youngsters a t­ 
tem pted to observe the day they wert 
sharply criticized by the colony. 
v 
The men w ere called out to work 
that day as on other days, but the 
newcomers declared it against their 
consciences to work on C hristm as day. 1 
The governor left them and led awny ' 
the rest of the workers. 
B ut when he 
returned at noon the young men were 
In the street a t play—some pitching 
the b a r and some playing stool ball. 
He took aw ay th eir implem ents and 
told them it w as against his conscience 
th a t they should 
play while 
others 
worked, and th a t they could observe 
the day w ithin doors, but there should 
he no reveling in th e streets. 
On the day in question a tree was 
chopped down and dragged into one of 
the 
rough 
cabins 
w here 
it 
was 
trimm ed with cranberries and pop­ 
corn, while th e young people feasted 
th eir eyes on its beauties. These “rev­ 
elries” w ere frowned upon by the m a­ 
jority of the colonists and in 1659 the 
general court of M assachusetts enacted 
a law' th a t m ade any person observing 
C hristm as day liable to a fine of “five, 
shillings.” 
T he law was repealed in 
1861.

G 
IRLS and boys of Italy and Spain, 
which are called the Latin coun- j 
tries, never hang up their stockings j 
at Christm as time, nor do they have I 
C hristm as trees. 
K ris Kringle and 
Santa Claus are German saints and J 
the Christm as tree came out of the 
German forests long, long ago, when 
the nations of northern Europe were 
forest tribes. 
It is the northern peo­ 
ples—tile 
Germans, 
Scandinavians 
and English, all of whom are descend­ 
ed from old Teutonic tribes—who keep 
Christinas us Am ericans do. 
Instead 
of 
the 
C hristm as 
tree, 
Italian and Spanish boys and girls 
have the presiplo. 
“Preslpio” means i 
m anger, and it is 
a representation 
of the m anger where the baby Christ j 
lay in Bethlehem. 
It is presented in 
different ways. 
Sometimes it shows j 
only the inside of tile barn where the , 
Baby and His m other lay, with Jo­ 
seph, tile T hree W ise Men and the ani­ 
m als about. 
Sometimes it shows a 
'^hillside, with tile Wise Men coining on 
foot 
or horseback, or on 
donkeys, 
bringing their gifts to the stable. Some­ 
tim es the m anger Is sm all—not more 
than a foot square. 
Sometimes it is 
large enough to occupy tile whole end 
of a room. 
It is built on a bourd 
foundation and is made of wood, with 
earth, pebbles, dried grass and leaves 
for tile outdoor scenes. 
Tile figures 
are carved of wood, or perhaps little 
(lolls are used, all very carefully and 
elaborately dressed by the girls. Some­ 
times brooks and lakes are ingeniously 
represented 
with 
naper, 
glass 
or 
isinglass. 
Sometimes 
the 
whole 
is 
rough and rude, but again it Is very 
neatly and beautifully done, and is 
quaint anil interesting when all com­ 
plete. 
The French, who are half Latin and 
half Teutonic in their makeup, mix 
the customs of both races in their 
C hristm as keeping. 
They build the 
m anger and they also give the chil­ 
dren presents; only, instead of hang­ 
ing her stocking, little French Bab- 
ette puts out her shoes. 
Tile French 
coll the m anger “creche,” and in coun­ 
try villages in France companies of 
children still go from house to house 
on C hristm as-eve, carrying the creche 
and singing Christm as carols. 
Some­ 
times they help to build a beautiful 
large creche in the village church, over 
which they are very proud and de­ 
lighted.

C 
LOSE observers in the ranks of the 
medical profession have noted one 
very interesting fact concerning the 
Christmas season—that it generally 
has a good tonic effect upon their pa­ 
tients. 
In explanation of this the 
London Lancet says that since Christ­ 
mas has come to be regarded as a 
time for good cheer, a universal feel­ 
ing of contentment and happiness is 
engendered at tills time of joyous­ 
ness, routine is for a while relieved, a 
certain freshness is given to the daily 
round, differences of opinion are sunk, 
and a charitable spirit prevails. 
Is 
it, by the way, hoping for too much, 
asks the Lancet, that the season of 
good fellowship should leave some 
lasting effect upon the manners and 
methods of all? 
It may not be easy to trace exactly 
why the sense of exhilaration and 
well-being comes with the advent of 
Christmas, for the psychological fac­ 
tors concerned are not simple. 
But 
the main point is that the mental 
state dot's everybody good, and the 
annual festivity is just as excellent an 
institution as the prescription of the 
physician which gives tone and vigor 
to the struggler in life’s race. There 
is no need nowadays, thanks to the 
good sense of the people and the coun­ 
sels of their medical advisers, to mor­ 
alize about the evils of a stupid in­ 
d u lg e n c e in food, alcohol and tobacco 
on a festive occasion such as the pres­ 
ent. Practically everybody realizes the 
great physiological advantages of be­ 
ing wise on a merry occasion. 
Many more icersons than formerly 
feel where use ends and abuse begins, 
and they act sensibly accordingly; and 
so far from it being a crime to make 
the season festive by enjoying, on a 
little 
extended 
scale 
perhaps, 
the 
creature comforts of life, some de­ 
cided good is done to both the mental 
and physical health of the individual 
The festive season may, therefore, 
be welcomed, which brings cheer tc 
thousands, which induces the generous 
and charitable to brace the mental 
and physical functions of the cominu 
nity at large, giving it the opportunity 
of relinquishing its business and its 
worries for a time, to start again re­ 
freshed and ready for “the trivial 
round, the common task.’’ 
The pre­ 
scription “A Merry Christmas” is sound 
so long as the “signature” of good 
sense is observed.

At Christinas time there is a gen­ 
eral forgetting of everything hut be­ 
ng natural. 
Christmas is the great 


i annual armistice of that portion of 
humanity that has come to be segre­ 
gated under the name of Christendom. 
Ohiislmas is the finest thing that 
has come out of Christianity, because 
it Is the friendliest thing. 
Men and 
women are not naturally and health­ 
ily meddlers; the best part of their 
lives and the most of their happiness 
does not come from the tyranny they 
exercise or the repressions they set 
up or the reformatory cruelties they 
indict on others. 
At Christmas time men and women 
forget to be anything but children 
again. 
Perhaps some day there will be a 
sort of Christmas every day of the 
year, 
perhaps men and women will 
be able to forget more often and more 
completely, 
and 
thereby 
live 
more 
completely, the elimination of bitter­ 
ness and artificial antagonisms being 
both the cause and the effect of this 
happy state.

HOLLY MAY SOON BE EXTINCT 


Popular 
C h ristm as 
Decoration 
Is 
Grow ing 
Less 
Bountiful 
Each 
Year, According to Reports. 


Christmas holly, that merriest and 
most beloved of all growing bushes, 
is threatened with extinction, accord­ 
ing to a warning sounded by lovers 
of a red Christmas. 
Once growing 
profusely In southern New Jersey and 
Maryland, it has been swept from 
those states by the ruthless cutters 
for the city markets, and must now 
be sought in the swamps of Virginia 
and North Carolina, where already 
the supply is growing less bountiful 
each year. 
The Gulf states have been 
similarly shorn to make holiday for 
tile large cities. 
Within another generation, botanists 
say, holly will he as rare as mistletoe, 
which used to grow in abundance on 
the Atlantic seaboard, as far north as 
Raritan bay, but has now practically 
ceased to exist as a Christmas dec­ 
oration. 
When will the American 
people lenin that the bounty of tHeir 
fields and woodlands is not limitless? 
With sinking hearts nature lovers 
have long since recorded the disap­ 
pearance of the delicate trailing ar­ 
butus, flower of the Pilgrim maidens, 
from all woods near large cities.

mountain laurel, which once swept the 
hills of June with pale pink drifts 
like 
naughty

T 
H E biggest boy Iii the club should 
be the Santa Claus. 
To dress 
him up, borrow u balli robe, aud trim 
it round the collar and culls with some 
old fur. 
A big fur cap is the thing 
for Santa Claus’ head, and a great 
big bag should be provided for bim 
to hang over bis shoulder to carry 
the presents in. 
A paper mask for 
Santa eau be bought at some small 


< store for about twenty cents, and a 


i big beard can be made of excelsior, 
I tied up so as to stay in place, 
lf 
the excelsior can be dyed gray all the 
better. 
Each boy in the club should pro­ 
vide one present for Santa’s bag. 
It 
would be better if each boy should 
make the present himself. Good things 
for such presents are bean bags, base- 
i balls, bats, shinny sticks, tops, mur- 
, hies, 
short 
wooden 
swords, 
slings, 
putty blowers, jew’s-harps, soap-bubble 
pipes, jack-stones, match-safes, candy, 
chewing gum, and so on. 
All the presents for the Santa Claus 
: party should be handed to a commit­ 
tee of three knights, whose duty it 
is to pack them all neatly in Santa 
Claus’ bag. At the time of the party, 
the members of the club should gather 
j together in the meeting room, and tile 
i committee may meet in a room near 
1 by with the big boy who is to be Santa 
1 Claus. They must dress him up and 
escort him to the club. When Santa 
comes in all will rise, and the presi- 
; dent will say: 
“Greeting, Santa Claus; the boys 
i await you.” 
Santa may reply, “Greeting, my chil- 
I dren.” 
} 
Then Santa passes out the presents. 
It is best for the boys to form a line, 
and for Santa to reach 
in the bag 
without looking and pull out the first 
thing that conies to his hand. 
The last present in the bag is Santa 
Claus’. A good deal of amusement can 
be had at the party if a committee of 
five boys is chosen to look after the 
entertainment. 
A good plan is to gel 
up shadow pictures. A sheet is hung 
up near one end of tile room, about 
five feet from the wall. Behind the 
sheet, close to the wall and low down, 
Is placed a strong light. 
The knights 
and others who are to be tile audience 
all sit in front, and when everything 
is ready all lights except the one be­ 
hind tile sheet are put out. The boys 
who are to make the shadow pictures 
then go between the light and the sheet 


and cut up ail sorts of antics, th ro n ­ 
ing large shadows on tile sheet. 
If 
there is a boy who can make odd 
shadow pictures with his hands he can 
amuse the club for some time.

It is espe­ 
cially trying for 
the orator if the 
gesturer holds a handkerchief In his 
hands and wipes his face occasionally 
or waves it in triumph at inappropriate 
times.—The Delineator.

OLD YULETIDE CAROLS 


"Holy Night" Regarded as One of 


Most Beautiful Songs. 


"Draw Nigh, Immanuel," One of Old- 


est Pieces and Far Ante- 


dates Any Others. 


T 


HE ancient Christmas carol, siHoly 
Night" is German in its origin 


mid is considered by many persons to 
be the most beautiful of all Christ- 
mas carols. 
It has sometimes been 


ascribed to Martin Luther, but the 
consensus of expert opinion Is that it 
is much older than his time and Is one 
of the oldest of German folk songs. 
• The carol "God Rest Ye Merry, 
Gentlemen," is English in its origin 
and dates back to about the beginning 
of the Seventeenth century, although 
the author of the words and the com- 
poser of the music are unknown. The 
line old melody sung to this poem pos- 
sesses all the best qualifications of a. 
sterling hymn tune and will probably 
last as long as the verses with which 
it is always associated. 


The carol "Draw Nigh, Immanuel," 


is one of the oldest pieces of coherent 
music in existence, and botli the words 
and music far antedate any of the oth. 
era. The music is an old French mel- 
ody, dated froln tlie Thirteenth cen- 
tury, although, of course, it has been 
harmonized to conform with more 
mcdern standards. 


There is a most curious but beauti- 


ful musical effect at the close of this 
carol. The words of "Draw Nigh, Im- 
manuel," are about 100 years older 
than tlie music, being taken from the 
Jlozarabic breviary of the Twelfth cen- 
tury, and it is generally believed that 
they were taken from tlie liturgy of 
the" early Christians at Toledo, Spain, 
where the Mozarabic breviary was for- 
mulated. 


Another carol, "The First Noel," 


lias a traditional French melody and 
probably originated in Breton, al- 
though the exact origin of this fine old 
song is somewhat in doubt.

IN 1621 


Rebuke Administered to New 


England Observers of Day. 


Young Men Who Had Arrived on Little 


Ship Fortune Reprimanded 


for Festivities.

T WAS in 1021 that Governor Brad- 
ford was called upon to administer 


a rebuke to some of the young men of 
the New England colony who had just 
cbmfe dve'r oh the little ship Fortune, 
and who wanted t6 celebrate the holi- 
day, tlie Detroit News recalls. Puritan- 
ism ordiight over with it in the May; 
flower tlie anti-Christmas feeling, and 
wheii the group Of lusty youngsters at- 
tempted to observe the day they were 
shnrply Criticized by the colony. 
\ 


The men were called out to work 


that day as on other days, but the 
newcomers declared it against their 
consciences to work on Christmas day. 
The governor left them and led away 
the rest of the workers. But when he 
returned at noon, the young men were 
to the street at play—some pitching 
the bar and some playing stool ball. 
He took away their implements' and 
told them it was against his conscience 
that they should play while others 
worked, and that they could observe 
the day withiii doors, but there should 
be no reveling in the streets. 


On the day in question a tree was 


chopped down and dragged into one of 
the rough 
cabins 'where it was 


trimmed with cranberries and pop- 
corn, while the young people feasted 
their eyes on its beauties. These "rev- 
elries" were frowned upon by the ma- 
jority of the colonists and in 1659 the 
general court of Massachusetts enacted 
a law that made any person observing 
Christmas day liable to a. fine of "five, 
shillings." The law jvas repealed in 
186L

THE ROSE' OF .JERICHO 


Pilgrims Told,of Its Power to 


Bloom on Christmas Day. 


Blossom Given the Name of Resurrec- 


tion Flower; Also Called St. 


Mary's Rose.

EVEBAL varieties ol the'so-called 
resurrection- plant have appeared 


among the novelties offered by llorjsts, 
but the original is- tne ruse of Jericho. 
Along the shores of the Dead sea, far 
enough away to be ouc of reach of tlie 
death-dealing vapors mid the salt 
spray, grows this rose, a little plant 
famed in many a legendary story, 
which, when -ripened, rolls up its 
sprays and branches into a curious 
little in-own ball. 


The desert winds snap off its dry 


stem and whirl \he seemingly dead 
little ball away over sandy plains, Hlc« 
a feather-weight. Af'.er it chances to 
reJMi some damp place, in about ten 
days, the moisture has wrought a 
miracle, for the once dead is alive 
again, green and growing. 


Xhe old-time pilgrims, who brought 


back this plant with them from the 
Holy Land, told wonderful tales of its 
power to bloom out on Christmas day 
and gave it the name of resurrection 
'flower. Another old legend names it 
from every spot where they halted to 
rest. 


The dry bail when unfolding drops 


its seeds, and 'from these it may be 
cultivated as an annual. To resurrect 
these dry balls it is simply necessaiy 
to keep them standing in glasses of 
water, immersed about halfway to the 
top of their branches. The expansion 
is merely a mechanical snongelike 
process. 


The botanical name of the rose of 


Jericho is annstatica, from anastasis. 
resurrection. There are other specif* 
of resurrection plnnts, but they arc 
not so attractive as their Dead so:i 
relative, which, although it has very 
little beauty, lias an honored 'pl;v •-• 
among flowers ljecar.se of the many 
fancies and associations it calls up 
and its peculiar development.—Argns.

It is the northern peo- 
ples—the 
Germans,

ana English, all of whom are descend- 
ed from old Teutonic tribes—who keep 
Christmas as Americans do. 


Instead 
o'f the 
Christmas tree, 


Italian and Spanish boyg and girls 
have the presipio. 
"Presipio" means 


manger, and it Is a representation 
ol the manger where the baby Christ 
lay in Bethlehem. It is presented in 
different ways. 
Sometimes it shows 


only the inside of the bam where the 
Baby and His mother lay, with Jo- 
seph, the Three Wise Men and the ani- : 
mals about. 
Sometimes it shows a ; 


hillside, with the "Wise Men coming on 
foot or horseback, or On -donkeys, 
bringing their gifts to the stable. Some- 
times the manger Is small—not more 
than a foot square. 
Sometimes it Is 


large enough to occupy the whole end 
of a room. 
It is built on a board 


foundation and Is made of wood, with 
earth, pebbles, dried grass and leaves 
for the outdoor scenes. "The figures 
are carved of wood, or perhaps little 
(lolls are used, all very carefully and 
elaborately dressed by flie girls.

Maryland, it has lleen swept from 
those states by the ruthless cutters 
for the' city markets, and must now 
be sought in the swamps of Virginia 
and North Carolina, where already 
the supply is growing less bountiful 
each year. The Gulf states have been 
similarly shorn to make holiday for 
the large cities. 


Within another generation, botanists 


say, holly will be as rare as mistletoe, 
which used to grow in abundance on 
the Atlantic seaboard, as far north as 
Raritan bay, but has now practically 
ceased to exist as a Christmas dec- 
oration. 
When will the American 


people learn that the bounty of their 
fields and woodlands is not limitless? 


With sinking hearts nature lovers 


have long since recorded the disap- 
pearance of the delicate trailing ar- 
butus, flower of the Pilgrim maidens, 
from all woods near large cities.
